That all San Mateo county Is Inter¬ 
ested in the Johnson-for-President 
movement is illustrated by the fact 
tilt men and women from all parts of 
the county will gather In San Mateo 
for the purpose of forming a San 
Mateo county club to further promote 
the Republican nomination and candi¬ 
dacy of Hiram W. Johnson for Presi¬ 
dent of the United States. 

The big meeting at which the county 
club will be formed will be held Tues¬ 
day evening, August 12, in the high 
school auditorium in San Mateo. 

Attorney Daniel Ryan of San Fran¬ 
cisco will be the principal speaker of 
the evening. State Senator M. B. 
Johnson will act as chairman of the 
evening. 

The temporary committee who have 
in charge the matters pertaining to 
the holding of the general meeting is 
headed by Ambrose McSweeney of 
South San Francisco. A. P. Bellisle 
of San Mateo is acting as temporary 
secretary. 

According to E. E. Cunningham of 
this city, South San Francisco will be 
well represented, in fact, the entire 
first township. An effort is being 
made to accommodate all those from 
this section by making arrangements 
wit\i those from here that have room 
in their automobiles "for a few more.” 
Those who have room in their ma¬ 
chines are requested to notify Mr. 
Cunningham. Among the others from 
South San Francisco who are boosting 
a big South San Francisco repre¬ 
sentation at the meeting are Dr. J. C. 
McGovern, VV. J. Martin, Robert 
Speed, F. A. Cunningham, A1 Eschel- 


That the one-story building at the 
southwest corner of Linden and 
Grand avenues is soon to undergo 
marked improvements, was brought 
out at the meeting of the city council 
Monday night, when H. Scampini 
made application for the necessary 
permit. A new stucco front is to be 
put on the building and plate glass 
windows installed. It will be a 
marked Improvement for one of the 
most prominent corners of the city. 
Mr. Scampini will open a confec¬ 
tionery store in the building where 
for many years he conducted the 
Po8tofllce Saloon. 

Another application for permission 
to make alterations on a prominent 
building on one of the main streets 
of the city was made by E. C. Peck. 
It applies to the room at 260 Grand 
avenue, until recently occupied by 
the Monize Bros.’ barber shop, and 
which will be so used again as soon 
as the alterations are made. The 
place is to be replastered and a new 
front with plate glass put in. The 
application also covers the old HaweS 
& Tibbetts saloon next door, where 
similar changes are to take place. 
The changes in these two places are 
to cost $2000. 

Routine business occupied the true-1 
tees at their meeting except for the 
appearance of Judge E. E. Cunning¬ 
ham, who urged tjie board to pass a 
curfew ordinance for South San Fran¬ 
cisco. Judge Cunningham made a 
strong appeal for the curfew, bring¬ 
ing to thfe attention of the board that 
it is much needed here, as several 
cases of youngsters getting into mis¬ 
chief late In the evening have come 
to light recently. No official action 
was taken in the matter by the board. 

A number of monthly bills were 
read and ordered paid. Reports were 
read from different city departments 
and approved. The report of City 
Clerk W. J. Smith showed expendi¬ 
tures for the month of July to have 
been $1915.09. The report of Fire 
Chief B. H. Truax showed that three 
small fires occurred during July, the 
total loss being about $200. J. J. 
Dowd, city recorder, reported $17 
taken in during the month by his 
office in fines. E. P. Kauffmann, city 
treasurer, reported $18,381.62 in the 
bank to the city’s credit. 


District Attorney Franklin Swart 
Wednesday of this week. In the first 
affidavit, sworn to by John Jacobi of 
this city, Jacobi accuses Wallace of 
conspiring to secure a reward for an 
automobile found in front of Jacobi’s 
house on the 23d day of last March.

District Attorney Swart stated to 
The Enterprise this morning flhat he 
had just talked the matter over with 
Wallace and was convinced that, while 
the constable might have been some¬ 
what negligent, no willful wrongdoing 
was intended on the officer’s part. Mr. 
Wallace was ill with influenza at the 
time and barely able to attend to his 
duties. When notified of the presence 
of the auto, Wallace states he told 
Jacobi to put the car into the barn 
and then telephoned to San Francisco 
officers about the tnatter, but was un¬ 
able to learn anything of the car's 
ownership, it having not then been 
reported stolen. Owing to his subse¬ 
quent and long-protracted illness, 
Wallace says, the matter was neglect¬ 
ed, but he did not advise Jacobi to 
hold it for reward. Seriousness at¬ 
taches to the matter because of the 
state law that makes bolding a 
strange machine without effort to find 
its owner grand larceny. 

The second affidavit, made by Gui- 
seppe Giovanni of Colma, accuses 
Lera of withholding $100 belonging to 
Giovanni. According to Giovanni’s 
story, $1500 in gold was stolen from 
under a wine barrel in his cellar, and 
later, when Lera found $100 in gold 
on the person of Antone Raghetti, 
that man confessed to the theft. Gio¬ 
vanni says that Lera took the money, 
saying it would be used as evidence, 
and that later when he asked Lera 
for it the officer promised to return 
it to him but never did so. Lera is 
now living in San Franc{sco. 

The charge against Lera i^ now be¬ 
ing investigated by the district attor¬ 
ney’s office.

Will Urge Supervisors to Widen 
Buy Shore Highway at All 
Dangerous Turns. 


At a meeting of the Chamber of 
Commerce held at the city hall Tues¬ 
day evening that organization deter¬ 
mined to urge upon the County Super¬ 
visors the necessity of widening the 
Bay Shore highway at certain places, 
especially at turns where, according 
to several members of the Chamber, 
the present width of the pavement 
makes these spots dangerous in wet 
weather. It was represented that 
when the rains come the water and 
mud running down from the hills 
make it difficult for a machine to get 
back on the pavement when it be¬ 
comes necessary, as it usually does, 
for the car on the outside to run off 
on the dirt in passing another auto. 
Several of those present told of nar¬ 
row escapes they had had by their 
machines slipping and skidding in the 
slime where the high bank rises from 
the edge of the road. 

The present movement of the Y. M. 
C. A. to establish reading and social 
rooms and recreation grounds in this 
city was brought up, and it was 
unanimously voted that the Chamber 
give its approval and backing to this 
cause because of the need of the city 
for these things here. It was decided, 
also, that the city council be urged 
to give its co-operation and, if neces¬ 
sary, the financial support of the city 
to the Y. M. C. A. in this matter. It 
was represented that the proposed 
civic center would be the Ideal loca¬ 
tion for the recreation and play¬ 
grounds and that when this center is 
leveled and improvements made, as' 
already outlined by the city, the addi¬ 
tion of playgrounds for the children 
would greatly increase the benefits to 
be derived from the center. A. Hynd- 
ing and P. R. Thompson were ap¬ 
pointed a committee from the Cham¬ 
ber to further the Interests of this 
movement in whatever way seems 
most practical. 

This was the first meeting of the 
Chamber for several weeks because of 
postponements owing to members be- 
| ing out of town. The meetings will 
| now be resumed the second and fourth 
1 Tuesday evenings of each month.

The federal bureau of markets reports over fifty million bushels of wheat 
In the elevators and storehouses on June 1, not including the stocky on farms 
or commercial stocks. There is 20 per cent more wheat flour od hand than 
at this time last year. 

Very much the same condition seems to exist in the case of many other 
kinds of foodstuffs, and we have for some time been assured that, barring 
the most improbable contingencies, the 1919 wheat crop will be enormous. 

It will be well to bear these facts in mind next winter if the cost of food 
makes any eccentrfc rises. It will be known then that the-cost is artificial 
(and not natural) scarcity. 

It should be fairly easy to place the blame. It may be the fault of market 
riggers and operators, or the cost of transportation, or a shortage of freight 
cars. If either of these, or any other reason, it should be easy for the govern¬ 
ment to ferret it out. That is what we have a government for. 

But it will be necessary, under any conditions, to trace the trouble to 
some ckuse. Costly food means insufficient food; and this, in the case of the 
individual, means work performed at a handicap, with half efficiency, with an 
undernourished body. 

The result will be curtailed productioAand diminished prosperity.

it has been brought to the attention of The Enterprise that many local 
persons of foreign birth are laboring under the apprehension that they must 
pay a federal income tax of 8 per cent of their wages unless they are natural¬ 
ized or have taken out their first naturalization papers. Many, too, seem to 
entertain the idea that this is a new law. 

. They are wrong in both cases, the law that requires a person of alien 
birth to pay 8 per cent of*his wages to the government is a provision of the 
Revenue Act of 1918 relating to income tax. In Sec. 217, Art. 312, of this act 
It states that the person who is subject to this tax is the “non-resident alien,” 
and further specifies him as he “whose residence is not within the United 
States and who is not a citizen of the United States.” It states further, “Any 
alien living in the United States who is not a mere transient is a resident of 
the United States for the purposes of the income tax,” and further still, "If 
he lives in the United States and- has no definite intention as to his stay he is 
a resident.” 

The law further provides that the employer must retain 8 per cent of the 
non-resident, foreign-born employee’s wages to be paid by that employer to 
the government, but that a mere written declaration by the employee of his 
intention to make this country his home, irrespective of whether he has taken 
out his first naturalization papers or not, is sufficient to exempt that employee 
from the 8 per cent tax.

Judge E. E. Cunningham has pre- j 
sented The Enterprise office with a 
copy of the first issue of this paper 
ever printed on its own press. The ; 
little sheet—it is slightly larger than 
a pocket handkerchief—is noteworthy 
for two reasons, first that stated.: 
second, that it was a special edition 
brought out Saturday, April 21, 1906, 
three days after the earthquake and 
fire that laid waste the great city of 
San Francisco. 

Previous to that time The Enter¬ 
prise had been printed in a San Fran¬ 
cisco shop. This establishment was 
destroyed in the great catastrophe, j 
Nothing daunted, the paper’s pro- j 
prietofs, L. B. Woodruff and W. J. 
Martin, got possession of a small 
hand press upon which this edition 
was printed. The office and “plant" j 
was then in the Meriam block on 
lower Grand avenue. Within a few 
days a larger press was forthcoming 
from Los Gatos and the career of this 
paper continued, not an issue having 
been missed. 

The greater part of the front page 
of the Earthquake Special is given 
over to the inspiring editorial that had 
appeared in the San Francisco Ex¬ 
aminer the morning before, the edi¬ 
torial that still stands as one of the 
greatest utterances of its kind ever 
written, vcflcing as it did the indomi¬ 
table spirit of the stricken city, with 
no suspicion of despair over the ter¬ 
rible blow that had befallen It, to- 
a gether with a clear, prophetic vision 
of the greater, more beautiful me¬ 
tropolis that would rise from the 
ashes. 

The second page—there are but two 
—details the damage that this city 
suffered, the narrow escapes a number 
of South „ San Francisco’s citi¬ 
zens had during the great convulsion, 
4 and the account of a mass meeting 
held here “to take such action as may 
be deemed advisable for the best in¬ 
terests of the town in the present 
emergency.” J. L. Debenedetti pre¬ 
sided at that lyeetlng, J. J. Kelly 
acted as secretary, while C. T. Con¬ 
nelly, M. F. Healy, Dr. H. G. Plymlre, 
E. S. Pike. D. O. Daggett, J. E. Rogers 
and D. Palany were appointed a com¬ 
mittee to receive supplies and relieve 
distress. 

The Special states that the damage 
to frame buildings in this city was 
confined to broken windows and 
chimneys. Or the larger structures 
what was then the new brick Metro¬ 
politan block suffered most, the front 
wall being so damaged that rebuilding 
was necessary, while the rear wall 
was badly injured and the large plate 
glass in front shattered. 

Present-day residents or visitors 
cannot but marvel that so few years 
have seen the fulfillment of the words 
of the quoted editorial; 

“The appaling calamity which has 
leveled its proud business blocks and 
left nothing but charred ashes of its 
thousands of beautiful homes may 
check but cannot stay the progress 
of the bravest city in the United 
■States. Before the embers of the great 
conflagration have cooled the new San 
Francisco will begin to rise, prouder, 
richer, more beautiful than before.’’
